Continged Severe Westher Would
Work Hardship on Stockmen—
Little Hay for Export According
te Mr. Hunt

There is & shortage of hay in most
of the producing seetions of the
sate, and » contincance of the pres-
ent severe weather is likely to make
it necessary for livestock men to re-
sort to roughage other than hay be.
fore grasa comes again, secording to
A statement made by L. A Iunt,
manager of the Oregon Co-Operative
Hay Growsrs, to the East Oregonlan
of Monday. Mr. Hunt says:

“The heary losses saffered by hay
growers during the last twe years
have caused many to plow up large
areas of their fields and a large num-
ber of them to turn to duiries in xn
endesvor to provide safor marketing
for their product. The resuit is
very heavy shrinkage in the hay pro-
duction awilable for export.

“During the last few mouths the
grester part of the hay has been
bought by feeders and dealers, and at

ERA OF CHEAP LAND FOREVER
GONE IN THE UNITED STATES

Washington, Dee. 20.—The fron-
tiers in Ameriea have wanished. The
era of cheap lands will never return.
From now on the price of land will
be incrensed because of the natural
searcity of tillable neres and the in-
crensing cost of cultivating land
which s tillable.

According te the United States De-
partment of Agriculture, there are
40,000,000 mcres of absolute desert;
270,000,000 mcres of forest land and
600,000,000 meres of land which Is
semi-arid and suitable only for gra:-
ing.

Those who wish new land ean find
plenty of it in cut-over sections st
prices ranging from $10 to $60 per
ncre. But it would cost sll the way
from $35 to $200 per mcre to clear the
land and place it ready for cultiva-
tion. There are 91,000,000 meres of
undrained lsnd that ean be purchased
cheaply, but the cost of drainage is
almost prohibitive.

The only apparent so-
lution is the substitution of other
